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FOREWORD 


THE arrangement of this issue of the “Statistics” is much the same 
as that of 1945, with per capita computations and itemized expendi- 
tures included. The period covered is the last fiscal year for all 
libraries, through May, 1947. 


; The changes in the library picture in Illinois that have occurred 
in the past ten years is graphically presented. 


Regional maps showing location of the libraries in each county 
have been placed opposite the tables giving the various types of tax- 
ing units sponsoring library service in each region (city, village, 
town, township, county, district, endowed and association libraries). 


The A. L. A. Standards for Public Libraries are again included, 
with further emphasis on the minimum income of $25,000. 


For the convenience of librarians and library directors the word- 
ing of the law concerning the making and filing of annual reports is 
repeated. In order that statistics may be complete, librarians and 
library directors are urged to file reports at the time specified by law. 


The Library Service Demonstration Program has now been in 
operation in some regions for a period of 12 to 18 months. Many 
difficulties in acquiring motor vehicles, materials, and personnel were 
encountered and much of the work done was necessarily experi- 
mental. Yet the accomplishments were many as shown by the 
figures given on page 311. Service will be continued and extended 
during the next biennium and reports of progress will be issued regu- 
larly in Illinois Libraries. 


A new feature in this issue is the list of High School libraries 
(Public) where full-time or trained librarians are employed. The 
information was gathered largely from the Illinois School Directory, 
1946-1947. With the cooperation of high school and academy 
librarians, future issues may contain more complete statistics. 


All assessed valuations are taken from the 1946 report of 
PROPERTY TAX STATISTICS FOR ILLINOIS LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTS, prepared by the Railroad and Property Tax 
Division of the Illinois Revenue Department.

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STANDARDS FOR PUBLIC LIBRARIES* 


“The essence of the many standards for public libraries may be compressed 
into three basic elements, all of which are necessary in a planned program of 
library development: 

1. Complete public library coverage. 

2. Library service of adequate quantity and dynamic quality. 

3. Large units and cooperation in library service. 


REGISTRATION 


“Registration standards are affected by city size, age groups, and the edu- 
cational levels of adult population. . . . The number of registered borrowers 
in public library units should meet the following minimum quantitative standards, 
based on a three-year registration period: 

For adult borrowers: 20 to 40 per cent of the population 15 years of age 

and over. 

For juvenile borrowers: 37 to 75 per cent of the population from 5 through 

14 years of age. 

For both adult and juvenile borrowers the per cent of the population 

registered will tend to rise as the population of the unit served decreases. 


NuMBER OF Books 


“The total book stock of a public library should be sufficient to insure at 
all times an adequate collection for consultation and home use. The number of 
volumes per capita in a public library should meet the minimum standards 
shown in the following table: 


Population of Library Area Volumes per Capita 
6,000— 10,000 3.0 up to 25,000 volumes 
10,000— 35,000 2.5 upto 70,000 volumes 
35,000— 100,000 2.0 up to 175,000 volumes 
100,000— 200,000 1.75 up to 300,000 volumes 
200,000—1,000,000 1.5 up to 1,000,000 volumes 
Over 1,000,000 1.6 volume 


“The minimum size of the book stock of any public library as an inde- 
pendent unit, should be 6,000 volumes regardless of the population served. A 
smaller collection cannot be expected to achieve the objectives here set forth. 


CIRCULATION OF Books 


“The circulation of books for home use in public library units should meet 
the following minimum quantitative standards: 

For adult books: 3 to 10 volumes per capita for the population of 15 
years of age and over. 

For children’s books: 10 to 30 volumes per capita for the population from 
5 through 14 years of age. 

For both adult and children’s books the circulation per capita will tend 
to rise as the population of the unit served decreases.

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Hours oF SERVICE 


“At least 40 man hours of public service should be provided annually for 
each 100 persons in the total population served by a public library. Not more 
than 60 per cent of this public service time should be devoted to circulation 
procedure.” 


LIBRARY INCOME 


“The following minimum per capita standards of support are recommended 
for varying stages of development of library service in areas with 25,000 popu- 
lation and over: 


For limited or minimum Service. ..........cccesseees $1.00 per capita 
For reasonably good service..............eeeeeeees «. 1.50 per capita 


MINIMUM INCOME—$25,000 


In libraries serving areas where $25,000 cannot be raised under the per- 
missable tax levy, consideration should be given to one of two alternatives: 
enlarge the area of service and support by formation of a library district; or 
contract for library service from a larger unit.

MAKING AND FILING OF ANNUAL REPORTS* 


REPORT OF DirECTORS—“Within fifteen days after the expiration 
of each fiscal year of the city, incorporated town, township or village, 
the board of directors shall make a report of the condition of their 
trust on the last day of the fiscal year, to the city council, board of 
town auditors or board of trustees, as the case may be. This report 
shall be made in writing and shall be verified under oath by the sec- 
retary, or some other responsible officer of the board of directors. It 
shall contain (a) an itemized statement of the various sums of money 
received from the library fund and from other sources; (b) an 
itemized statement of the objects and purposes for which those sums 
of money have been expended; (c) a statement of the number of 
books and periodicals available for use, and the number and charac- 
ter thereof circulated; (d) a statement of the real and personal prop- 
erty acquired by devise, bequest, purchase, gift or otherwise; (e) a 
statement of the character of any extensions of library service which 
have been undertaken; (f) a statement of the financial requirement 
of the library for the ensuing fiscal year, and of the amount of money 
in the judgment of the board of directors it will be necessary to levy 
for library purposes in the next annual ordinance; and (g) any other 
statistics, information and suggestions that may be of interest. A 
report shall also be filed, at the same time, with the Illinois State 
Library. (As amended by an Act approved June 24, 1943.)

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LIBRARY SERVICE DEMONSTRATION PROGRAM!' 


WE BELIEVE: 


1. That an educated and informed citizenry is essential to the public 
welfare. 


2. That libraries are an integral part of the education of all citizens, adults 
as well as children. . 

3. That libraries, like schools, should be available on a tax supported basis 
to all citizens, regardless of place of residence or monetary income. 

4. That, in order to convince groups and individuals of the value of a 
service they have not previously known, that service must be DEMONSTRATED 
in all its aspects. 


THEREFORE 


The Library Demonstration Program has been established in six districts, 
covering 23 counties, and servicing approximately 450,000 individuals. Book 
collections are placed in schools and communities. Bookmobile stops are made 
at rural schools and in community centers. Children are encouraged to read 
through the provision of attractive books, audio-visual aids, and story hour pro- 
grams. All individuals are encouraged to utilize the reference and readers’ ad- 
visory services of the State Library.
